REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee, Town of Tyngsborough, 
Mass. 


GENTLEMEN : 

I respectfully submit the enclosed tables, namely : 
Receipts and Expenditures, Statistics of Different 
Schools, and Summary of Statistics, from which you 
will learn the facts that relate to my department. 

Teaching has been carried on this year one hun- 
dred and eighty-four weeks and three days, against 
two hundred and five weeks and one day last year. 
The estimate includes the Winslow School. 

The need, to which I have called your attention, 
of providing at School No. 8, during the summer and 
fall terms, two teachers, one for the primary, and an- 
other for the higher studies, seems to me imperative. 
If the school were small, though mixed, as in the case 
of a school in one of the outlying neighborhoods, the 
need would not be of enough importance for mention. 
But the crowded state of the school, together with the 
mixture of primary and grammar pupils, imposes upon 
the single teacher the necessity of neglecting either 
_ order or instruction. 

Your directions requiring two written examina- 
tions each term in Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography 
and History have been followed in all the schools, and 
the return papers have been, as far as practicable, sub- 
mitted to you. Where the percentage in scholarship 
falls below that shown on the weekly cards, we 
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may generally look for one cause or several causes : 
First, this does not denote necessarily a failure in 
understanding and reasoning so much as a lapse in 
memory ; for, secondly, the pressure of studies and 
the excessive number of recitations, both inevitable to 
the limit of time and to mixed schools, have almost 
crowded out the opportunity for sufficient review. A 
third reason may be looked for in the difficulty, expe- 
rienced in the absence of the teacher’s help, of grap- 
pling with the strange terms and phrases which arise 
in a progressive course of study. 

In the Winslow School the term of twelve weeks 
has been a profitable one. The pupils attending have 
numbered thirty-four. The number last year was 
twenty. The profitableness of the school is, however, © 
limited by the condition that nine months will elapse 
before the beginning of another term. 

Education, indeed, suffers everywhere among us 
from protracted vacation. We are happily free, it is 
true, of the practice, in vogue in the populous places, 
of cramming the pupil’s memory at the expense of his 
understanding and reason, but if our pupils do not suf- 
fer from the wearied mind and broken health as well 
as from the superficial education which result from 
this practice, they yet are likely to lose in respect to 
the habit of study and the degree of progress. The 
interests of education appear to be served when the 
demand for intelligent recitation is accompanied by 
that measure of vacation only which will ensure rest 
and recovery. 

All are impressed with the feeling that there is a 
higher standard to be attained among us. The need, I 
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venture to say, is not existent so much in regard to the 
quality of the teaching in our schools as in other direc- 
tions. I have found the teachers competent and earn- 
est ; patient in the performance of a work which 
makes incessant draft, in school hours, upon the vital-* 
ity ; ruling with a kindness and firmness which have 
produced excellent results in discipline, and ready to 
listen to practical suggestions. Whether you, gentle- 
men, and your constituency will be able to cope with 
the difficulties which rise from the conditions of a 
large township and a small and scattered population, 
so that more can be done with the money that is year- 
ly appropriated for the support of the schools, remains 
for your consideration. What is now left to be done 
in order to make further attainment toward the higher 
standard, appears to me to be a lengthening of the 
period of tuiticn during the year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In compliance with the requirements of the Statutes 
of the Commonwealth, the School Committee of 
Tyngsborough herewith present their annual report 
for the year ending March 24, 1885 :— 

For information pertaining to the management of the 
different schools during the year, and their present con- 
dition, together with an account of the receipts and ex- 
penditures for the same, we refer you to the report of 
the Superintendent, which is hereto annexed. 

The law compelling cities and towns to furnish 
text-books and supplies to all pupils attending public 
schools, went into effect at the beginning of the fall 
term. ‘The system adopted by your committee for 
- carrying the law into effect has been carefully consid- 
ered, and is briefly outlined in the following:— 

At the close of the spring term, the names of all the 
pupils attending school were taken by the several 
teachers, together with the number and kind of books 
belonging to them fit for use. Onthe information ob- 


tained in this way, was based an approximate estimate 
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of the quantity of books and supplies needed during 
the year. The old books owned by the pupils were 
thus brought into use, and the town saved the expense 
of an entire new outfit. | 
The following is a copy of label pasted in each book 


loaned:—

‘An account book is furnished each teacher, in which 
to enter the name of each pupil, also the kind and con- 
dition of the book loaned. At the close of the term 
the teacher reports to’ the School Committee, or an 
agent appointed by them, the condition of the books, 
the number worn out or destroyed, and the number: 
suitable for use the next term. 

-A book is also. kept by the School Committee or 


agent appointed by them, in which are recorded, under 
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the proper date, the number and kind of books and 
supplies ordered by each teacher. In this way the 
cost of books and suppties in any school can be ascer- 
tained at once. 

With the above, or a similar system, the committee 
can estimate the quantity and kind of books and _ sup- 
plies needed by the several schools during the next 
term, and at the same tigne it will serve as a check on 
carelessness and extravagance in the use of public 
property. 

Your committee think it is for the best interests of 
the town to have the accounts so kept that at any 
time the cost, location and condition of town property, 
and the care taken of it by teacher and pupil, can be 
determined. Ifsuch accounts are faithfully kept, we 
believe the annual expense to the town need not be 
burdensome. 

We believe, witha fair trial, the beneficial influences 
of the law will equal the anticipations of its originators. 
Our schools are now free indeed. No child, however 
poor, need be deprived of the full benefits to be derived 
from a regular attendance at school, because of not 
being able to procure the necessary books. During 
the winter term, a much larger per cent. of the pupils 
have pursued the higher branches than ever before, 
due to the fact that they could do so without extra ex- 
pense. Under the old system, many would have been 


obliged to purchase books for use during a single term, 
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then to be laid aside, perhaps never to be used again. 
Under the new system, the books used last term can 
be used during future. term by the same or other 
pupils, until they are worn out or unfit for use. 

The total cost of books and supplies purchased dur- 
ing the year has been $255.28. The value of new 
books and supplies on hand is $101.05. ‘herefore, 
the cost of books loaned and sgpplies actually used is 
$154.23, or at an average expense of $1.34 for each 
pupil attending school.

In our Library affairs nothing of special interest has 
occurred since our last report. The books are in good 
condition, and the patrons of the Library call for a bet- 
ter class of reading from year to year, and books of 
travel and scientific works are increasing in favor. 
The statement of Willard Small of Boston, that he 
sells a larger percentage of books of travel to the 
Tyngsborough Public Library than to any other public 
library in the State, is worth mentioning. The picnic 
at Willow Dale for the benefit of the Library, although 
providing ample means of enjoyment for both old and 
young, did not furnish our treasury with as much 
money as the picnic of the previous year. 

We feel honored by the continued interest felt in 
our Library by the Hon. William A. Richardson and 
the Hon. William A. Russell, which they manifest 
_ from time to time by the donations of books, and 
thanks are also due to those of our own citizens who 
have favored us in a like manner. 

In conclusion we would say, with the directors of 
1880, that the requirements of the Library “ have 
outgrown its accommodations, andthe room that was 
barely sufficient for the Social Library is inadequate 
for our present use.”
